“Nationalization,” continued 
the party’s international secre- 
tary, “requires too much bureau- 
cracy. The British have learned 
this, but they perhaps do not ad- 
mit it as readily as we. It is 
significant that the Communists 
have learned this and now are 
trying to decentralize the nation- 
alism of their industries.” 

It pains Putzrath that many 
Americans equate European so- 
cialism with communism. The 
Socialists here have a huge pride 
in the fact that they fought both 
Hitler’s national socialism and 
communism. The Socialist pol- 
icy, which calls for the estab- 
lishment of a European union, 
guaranteed by both the United 
States and Russia, would not at 
all mean any departure from the 
United Nations, Putzrath insists. 

It is the Socialists’ belief that if 
there were this sort of union, in 
which West Germany would not 
be pledged as a military ally to 
either of the great powers, there.

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Balance of Power 
Goes With Missile 


The reaction in Washington to the 
Russian announcement that it now has the 
intercontinental ballistic missile leaves 
much to be desired. Official sources 
claiming it to be a lot of Soviet “hot air” 
take too simple a view of the matter. 

It will be recalled that in 1946 this 
country comfortably assumed the Russians 
would not have the atomic bomb within 
10 years after our first explosion. Under 
a false sense of security, we thus dismem- 
bered our armed forces. The Russians had 
the bomb in three years and our illusion 
blew up in our faces. 

Today our experts say that the United 
States is from five to 10 years away from 
developing such a missile. Only recently 
we have “stretched out” or slowed down 
this program. Just a year ago Trevor 
Gardner resigned as undersecretary of the 
Air Force in charge of missile develop- 
ment to call attention to our lagging 
efforts. 

The Russian claim indeed may be a 
lot of “hot air.”’ To assume such, how- 
ever, for the sake of achieving economy 
in our own defense establishment very 
well might be fatal. Progressive cuts in 
our armed forces and air power, curtail- 
ment of our research program, the as- 
sumption that we are safe behind a sort 
of atomic Maginot Line and the comfort- 
ing assurance that the Russians do not 
want war are dangerous gambles with the 
nation’s security. 

Adm. Burke, chief of Naval Opera- 
tions, revealed Monday that Russia now 
has the largest submarine force in mari- 
time history. They are still building them 
at the rate of 100 a year—submarines 
which no doubt are equipped to launch 
missiles against any target within hun- 
dreds of miles of our coastline. Half, if 
not our total population, is vulnerable. 

There is, of course, reason to temper 
whatever may be our fears of Soviet mili- 
tary power. But the Communist economy 
is geared solely to making weapons of war 
while we merrily go our way, indulging 
the military as a sort of necessary evil. 
Are we thus becoming a second-rate mili- 
tary power? If we are, the administration 
and the Pentagon are guilty of incredible 
laxity. 

If the Reds already have the inter- 
continental missile, the balance of mili- 
tary and political power has been tilted 
dangerously in the direction of Moscow. 
No amount of reassurances from the 
White House and the Peritagon can erase 
a fact which poses a new and greater 
threat to the free world.

DeKalb Sets Precedent 
For Fulton and Others 


The DeKalb County Grand Jury yes- 
terday backed up its predecessor’s rec- 
ommendation that the sheriff be required 
to make public the names of his special 
deputies. 

Such action by two successive grand 
juries automatically makes it mandatory 
for the sheriff to.list the names of all his 
special deputies with the clerk of Su- 
perior Court where it becomes a matter 
of public record. 

In so doing DeKalb has set a prece- 
dent which should spread to every 
county in Georgia. There is no earthly 
reason why any sheriff in the state should 
be permitted to maintain a secret police 
group. Such a practice is riddled with 
dangers that destroy public confidence. 
It leads to appointments of deputies for 
political purposes; to such deputies mak- 
ing arrests by whim, fancy or for per- 
sonal motives and even to bogus deputies 
posing as law enforcement officers for 
shakedown purposes. 

The May-June grand jury was the 
first to recommend public listing of spe- 
‘cial deputies in Fulton County. The pres- 
ent grand jury which will return its pre- 
‘sentments Friday should back its pred- 
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ecessor to the hilt and thereby make 
the law mandatory. The public has every 
right to expect an end to the present sys- 
tem, subject as it has been to question 
and dubious appointments in the past.

Sen. Russell Delivers

There Senators Russell 
and Talmadge showed it up for what it 
actually was—a measure which would 
have given the Department of Justice 
and the Executive almost unlimited pow- 
er over the individual, including the right 
to use troops against the civilian popu- 
lation. 

Sen. Russell fought the bill for more 
than a month, spending night and day in 
maneuvers and with judicious and in- 
telligent arguments. He and Sen. Tal- 
madge succeeded in having it amended 
in such a way that the South and the 
country at least could live with it. It 
went back to the House where some, but 
not all, of Russell’s work was weakened. 

It's now back in the Senate and Rep. 
Davis, in true buck-passing fashion, says 
sen. Russell should filibuster it to death. 
He would have Russell and Talmadge 
start the whole weary business over 
again. Next session, he again would say, 
“It’s Russell’s and Talmadge’s job.” 

If Rep. Davis were half as good as 
Sen. Russell at digging into the real 
meaning of such measures and fighting 
them on their merits, he could serve the 
Fifth District and his state and country 
in a much better fashion.

WASHINGTON—In retrospect, it is clear that 
the old tried-and-true stalling tactics twice failed 
Southern congressmen this session in their fight 


against the civil rights bill. Twice the strategy of delay boomeranged 
on Southerners in the House and cost them an effective jury-trial 


amendment to the bill. 

The failure of the Southerners’ 
rigid battle plan in the House 
was apparent not only to news- 
men but to many of the Southern 
senators, who won the jury-trial 
campaign on their side of the 
Capitol only to see their triumph 
largely frittered away in the low- 
er chamber. 

It is easy to be a Monday morn- 
ing quarterback or to second 
guess a baseball manager from 
the press box. But here is what 
happened when the jury-trial is- 
sue twice was before the House: 

Back in June, the Dixie strat- 
egists had done a masterful de- 
laying operation for months, but 
the pro-civil righters finally had 
forced the bill to the House floor 
for general debate and a vote. 

Along about that time strong 
sentiment had developed in favor 
of a jury-trial amendment and 
the Southerners had an excellent 
chance of getting it adopted. If 
they had let the issue come to 
a vote then they might very well 
have won. 

But they were determined to 
speak against the bill. itself as 
long as they could. As the days 
passed the White House began 
putting heavy pressure against 
the jury-trial proviso on wavering 
Republicans The Southerners 
knew this. But they kept on talk- 
ing. And by the time the jury- 
trial amendment came up for a 
vote, they had lost the support 
of conservative Republicans and 
were defeated. 

Southern House members ob- 
viously were counting on their 
Dixie colleagues in the Senate to 
keep the bill bottled up in the 


‘ 


Judiciary Committee when it got 
to the upper chamber. But here 
is where the liberals crossed up 
the Southerners by throwing the 
rule book out the window and 
voting to by-pass the committee, 
sending the bill straight to the 
Senate floor. 

Two major victories were 
scored in the Senate when South- 
erners restricted the bill to a 
voting rights measure and then 
pushed through a jury-trial pro- 
viso. Although the bill was passed, 
it was obvious the Senate version 
was the best the South could get. 

It went back to the House for 
concurrence and the jury-trial 
fight began all over again. Dixie 
senators begged their colleagues 
in the House to go on and accept 
the Senate version. But Rep. 
Howard Smith, the veteran Kules 
Committee chairman from Vir- 
ginia, wouldn’t budge. Neither 
would his colleague, Rep. Bill 
Colmer of Mississippi. 

Smith and Colmer gambled on 
a delay they thought might force 
adjournment and kill the bill for 
this year. But here is where the 
civil rights advocates crossed 
them up again by once more 
throwing the rule book out the 
window. —- tes 

By-passing the normal confer- 
ence committee procedures, the 
Democgatic and Republican lead- 
ership of both houses got together 
on a compromise that reduced 
the jury-trial amendment to an 
almost meaningless proviso. 

The Southerners were bitter, 
but once again the stalling tactics 
that had served them so well in 
past years = back-fired.

Congress insisted that all indus- 
try should be regulated to protect 
the public—or their employes— 
from the sins of a few. 

It is to be hoped the present 
Congress will demonstrate the 
same high purposes and have the

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Probation Bills Ask Family Court and Network of Youth Homes | 


An ambitious expansion of the 
year-old state probation system is 
being readied by an interim leg!s 
lative committee for presentation 
to the next General Assembly. 

Chairman Hugh Carney of the 
Pardon and Parole Board, who 
guided the probation program 
from an idea to its present job of 
supervising over 5,000 probation- 
ers, said Tuesday the new pro- 
gram would be in three parts. 

One phase would deal with juve 
nile delinquency, including a pro- 
bation system; the second would 
embrace a system of 2 regional 
detention homes for juveniles, and 
the third would be a family court 
operated in conjunction with the 
detention homes and as a division 
of the superior court. 

Initially at least 37 probation 
officers—one for each judicial cir- 
cuit—would be added to the pres-

City attorney John F. Con 
nally produced a statement al- 
legedly signed by Duplessis, 
asserting in part that Ralph Du- 
plessis, who fights under the 
name of Ralph Dupas, is his 
sister’s child and is colored. 

Dupas maintains he is white 
and has always been accepted 
as white. But the city’s bureau 
of vital statistics has refused 
him cuch a certificate, alleging 
he was not born in New Orleans 
and in reality is Ralph Duplessis 
and was born in neighboring 
Plaquemines Parish. 

Christophe Duplessis went to 
the stand as a witness for the 
city and testified at first that 
Dupas’ mother was a foundling.
